DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the Applicants' amendment submitted on 
March 11, 2009. In virtue of this amendment, claims 1-23 are pending in the instant 
application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest the following limitations: 

• A discharge lamp ballast, comprising wherein, after the start of the lamp, the 
control circuit is configured (i) to control the on/off state of the switching element 
by lamp current control; and (ii) based on high power control, to control the on/off 
state of the switching element so that at least one of an effective value and a 
peak value of the lamp power provided for the lamp is increased more than that 
adjusted by constant power control, in combination with the remaining claimed 
limitations as claimed in independent claim 1 (claims 8-9 and 17-23 are allowed 
as being dependent on claim 1). 

• Reasons for indicating the allowable subject matter of claims 2-7 and 1 0-1 5 were 
provided in the previous office action.

Prior art Kumagai et al. (U.S. Patent No. 7,141,937 B2) discloses high pressure 
discharge lamp operation device and illumination appliance having the same.
